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Reasons for Allowance 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Pursuant to 
the decision rendered by the Board of Patent Appeals and Interferences on 03/17/08, 
claims 1-10, 18-25, and 31-38 are allowed. 

None of the prior art of record, taken singularly or in combination teach, inter alia, 
the limitations, "defining the geographic link to the physical document" and "encoding 
the geographic coordinates in the geographic link". 

The prior art references most closely resembling the Applicant's claimed 
invention are Robinson , "A Framework for Interacting with Paper", Eurographics (1997), 
Volume 16, Number 3; Thompson, US 5,986,401 ; and Musk, US 6,148,260. 

Robinson teaches defining a link between an electronic document and a physical 
document (see page 14 of Decision) but does not teach a geographic location or 
encoding geographic coordinates in the geographic link. 

Musk teaches determining geographic coordinates of the referenced item but 
does not teach defining a link between an electronic document and a physical document 
(see page 14 of Decision). 

Thompson teaches an OLED but does not teach defining a geographic link to the 
physical document or encoding the geographic coordinates in the geographic link.
